Since for¬ 
age crops are usually down for a 
number of years, and since the seed 
Is relatively expensive, cure in inn,I 
preparation and seeding is. well 
repaid. Shallow seeding into a firm 
moist soil is one of the first and 
most important considerations. 

Stands of forage may be ruined 
the year they are seeded by over- 
grazing c*t through competition 
from a nurse crop .or weeds. If 
grass a|one is seeded 2, l-D should 
not be applied until the seedlings 
are 4 inches high. 2,4-D should not 
be used in a mixture that contains 
a legume. Clipping is a fairly ef¬ 
fective method for controlling ann¬ 
ual weeds, and also gives the forage 
seedlings a chance to harden off 
so they will withstand the heat of 
summer.
